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Rule 15-907. Duties and responsibilities of the committee. 1 

The Committee shall have the following duties and responsibilities: 2 

(a) to receive, evaluate, determine and make recommendations to the Board relative to the 3 

individual claims; 4 

(b) to promulgate rules of procedure not inconsistent with these rules; 5 

(c) to provide a full report, at least annually, to the Board and to make other reports as 6 

necessary; 7 

(d) to publicize its activities to the public and the Bar, subject to approval of the Board; 8 

(e) to appropriately utilize Bar staff to assist in the Committee's performance of its functions 9 

effectively and without delay; 10 

(f) to engage in studies and evaluations of programs for client protection and the prevention 11 

of dishonest conduct by licensed paralegal practitioners; and 12 

(g) to perform all other acts necessary or proper for the fulfillment of the purposes of the 13 

Fund and its effective administration. 14
